Agents Is Lifted 


Auto Dealers Win 
Temporary Injunction 
in Ohio Case 


ILUMBUS—A temporary injunc- 
tion has been issued against Superinten- 
dent Robinson of Ohio by Common 
Pleas Judge Leach in the Motors Ins 
Corp. case. The department has can 
celed the agent Mena s of Motors held 
by several wateinablle dealer agencies 
and had announced that it would not 
renew the licenses of about 1,000 others 
because most of the insurance written 
by them is “controlled.” Question has 
been raised as to the constitutionality 
of the law under which the department 
acted and it is believed that the case 
will eventually antl the supreme court. 
The case also will figure largely in in- 


surance legislation at the coming session 


of the Ohio legislature. 

Under Judge Leach’s decision dealer 
agents of Motors will have eeeres 
renewal licenses issued to them so far 
as the question at issue is concerned 
whether or not licenses may be denied 
to automobile dealers because they were 
used principally to provide insurance on 
cars sold by them. It does not mean 
that renewal licenses must be issued to 
agents who had been denied them on 
other grounds. The superintendent is 
restrained from revoking licenses on the 
same grounds as involved in the case. 
The renewal licenses will be temporary 
during pendency of the action. 

The attorney general said ‘The 
court’s ruling simply enjoins the su- 
perintendent from refusing to renew the 
existing licenses. The court refused to 
grant an injunction prohibiting the de- 
nial of requests of new licenses. The 
court also ordered that the renewal li- 
censes shall expire upon final determina- 
tion of the issue in the common pleas 
court of Franklin county. It should be 
emphasized that the court's ruling on 
the temporary motion is not to be in- 
terpreted as an indication of the final

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Billings Record 
Is Being Cited 
by National Board 


National Board has placed Billings, 
Mont., in class 4, which is an improve- 
ment of two places. The city has been 
engaged in a consistent effort to improve 
its rating and the fire prevention com- 
mittee of Commercial Club has been 
promoting this objective since 1944. At 
that time Billings was criticized by Na- 
tional Board, and Jay Stevens of San 
Francisco, assistant manager of the 
board, in addressing the Commercial 
Club, warned that unless the fire depart- 
ment was improved at once, a penalty 
charge of 15 to 20% would have to be 
imposed in the city. 

Commercial Club tackled the problem 
and its fire prevention committee acted 
in unison with the city officials. A pro- 
eram was adopted to enact modern fire 
prevention and building codes, to get 
additional firefighting equipment includ- 
ing more manpower, to improve the 
training of firemen, to bring about bet- 
ter coordination between police and fire 
department, and to have causes of fires 
investigated more thoroughly and fire 
prevention education stepped up. 

All of these aims have been carried 
through. The fire department and fire 
prevention work is costing about $148.,- 
000 annually and the water department 
has spent about $500,000 on improve- 
ments in the last three years 


Announcement Ceremonies 


The announcement of National Board 
action was made at a meeting of the 
fire prevention committee of Commer- 
cial Club. Official announcement was 
made by Charles W. Cook of Butte, 
manager of Montana Fire Rating Bu- 
reau, and Mr. Stevens made the prin- 
cipal speech. He recalled that in 1943 
he told city leaders that Billings was 
on the verge of dropping to class 7. 
The climb of Billings on the fire rating 
scale is unprecedented, he declared. Ac- 
tually, the city has climbed three full 
notches as the result of the community 
campaign. In 1943 it was about to slip 
back to class 7 and now it is in class 4. 
The only comparable advance, he de- 
clared, was at Bremerton, Wash., which 
also advanced two full classes recently. 
He said National Board is preparing for 
national distribution a booklet showing 
the Billings system of reducng fire haz- 
ards. 

Another speaker was Frank J. Sullivan 
of Butte. assistant manager of Montana 
Fire Rating Bureau. Herbert Raines of 
San Francisco, assistant chief engineer 
of National Board, outlined the tech- 
nical steps carried out in reaching a fire 
rating schedule. Mayor Tom T. Rowe 
also addressed the meeting. He said the 
success of the campaign was the result 
of the efforts of the community and 
could not be considered a gift from the 
underwriters.

1943 Additional 
Insurance Feature 
Stands Up in Court 


The provision in the 1943 New York 
standard fire policy governing the pro- 
hibition against other insurance was de- 
cided favorably to the insurer by the 
U. S. fourth circuit court of appeals in 
Graham et al vs. American Eagle. 

The assured were W. H. and Vena S. 
Graham. They had three policies cover- 
ing a cottage at Myrtle Beach, S. C., to- 
taling $15,000 and one on the contents 
for $5,000 and the dwelling policy had 
an endorsement limiting the total insur- 
ance to $15,000 and the contents policy 
had a limitation of $5,000. 

Subsequently Graham procured in his 
own name $15,000 additional insurance 
the cottage and $5,000 on contents. 
The 1943 provision regarding additional 
insurance reads: “Other insurance may 
be prohibited or the amount of insurance 
may be limited by endorsement attached 
hereto.” 

The court said there would be no 
question as to the effect of additional in- 
surance under the provisions of the old 
New York standard policy which ex- 
pressly stipulated that the company 
should not be liable for loss or damage 
occurring while the insured had any 
other contract of insurance on the prop- 
erty covered unless consent in writing 
was endorsed on the policy. The court 
expressed the belief that the result is 
not different where the prohibition or 
limitation is endorsed upon the policy 
in accordance with the provision of the 
new f In the old f additional 


on 


form. form 
insurance was prohibited or limited un- 
less consent was endorsed. In the new 
form the prohibition or limitation must 
be added to the policy by endorsement. 
In either case, however, the prohibition 
or limitation imposes a condition upon 
the company’s liability under the policy. 
Question of Breach 

The assured argued that under the 
1943 policy there is no express exclusion 
in either the face of the form or the en- 
dorsements which were added. The an- 
swer, according to the court, is that this 
provision of the old policy merely em- 
hodies along with the condition against 
additional insurance the rule which the 
law would apply upon breach whether 
expressed or not and that the rule is 
not different because not expressly set 
forth in the face of the contract. A pro- 
vision for prohibiting or limiting addi- 
tional insurance is clearly intended not 
as prescribing something to be done by 
the insured but as expressing a condi- 
upon which the company assumes 
liability; and the law is well settled that, 
upon the breach of such a condition, 
t be no recovery upon the con-

The assured also argued that procure- 
ment the additional insurance by 
W. H. Graham did not affect the inter- 
est of his wife in the policy sued on. 
The court said this is so lacking in merit 
as hardly to warrant mention. The Gra- 
hams were tenants in common of the 
property and the record is clear that 
Graham had charge of it and was act- 
ing for both himself and wife in the pro- 
curement of insurance. A policy insur- 
ing the interests of tenants in common 
in providing against additional insurance 
is voided if one of the tenants in com- 
mon procures additional insurance even 
though this covers only his interest in 
the property.

In a dispute over an endorsement to 
rent policy covering loss or damage 
ccasioned by the enforcement any 
er or minicipal law or ordinance regu 
fAting the construction or repair of 
buildings, the U. S. 5th circuit court of 
appeals gave a decision upholding the

¥s Palmer, et al. In effect, the issue 


arose because the city authorities made 
a mistaken interpretation of the zoning 
ordinance and declined to issue a permit 
fo rebuild. The court found that this 
fonsisted of an enforcement of a local 
yrdinance and that it was not necessary 
o get a decision from a court of last 
esort in order to establish the liability 
f the insurer. 

The property was an old residence in 

once-fashionable section of Jackson, 
Miss. It had become a boarding house 
land in 1940, the city building depart- 
ment granted permission for use of the 
building for commercial purposes but 
refused permission to make any 
tions, structural changes or enlarge- 
ments. The insured at the time of the 
fire was getting rentals at the annual 
rate of $4,200 and there was $5,000 rent 
insurance with a demolition and _ in- 
creased cost of construction clause en- 
dorsement, for which 100% additional 
premium of $75 was paid. 


Estimate Was $6,208 


After the fire the insured got an esti- 
imate of the cost of repairs in the amount 
lof $6,208 but the city authorities thought 
that the premises were in a zone in 
which was prohibited the repair of a 
structure which did not conform to the 
structural type required for new build- 
ings where the cost of repairs exceeded 
20% of the value of the building. The 
insured did not question the correct- 
ness of the ruling, although they had 
thought the building was located in 
another fire zone. Acting upon the city 
ruling, the insurance adjuster attempted 
to settle the liability for $4,200, but the 
linsured demanded the $5,000 face of the 
policy. Shortly thereafter the adjuster 
discovered that the property was _ lo- 
cated in another fire zone where repairs 
are permitted up to 50% of the value 
of the property. 

Nevertheless, the city building author- 
ities insisted that the permit would not 
be issued. The adjuster hired an attorney 
and made an additional effort to secure 
the permit and meanwhile withdrew the 
offer of $4,200, contending that there 
Was no ordinance that prevented the 
repairs and replacement. 


City Authorities Erred 


The lower court found that the city 
authorities were in error in enforcing 
the ordinance, for the reason that the 
cost of the repairs did not exceed 50% 
of the “sound value” of the building. 
The court found the “sound value” to 
be about $16.500. The court determined 
that at least 15 months would have been 
required to have terminated litigation 
by the assured to compel issuance of 
the permit. It concluded that since the 
authorities had, even if erroneously, re- 
fused to issue a permit and any attempt 
by the assured to repair would have been 
Violative of an ordinance forbidding any 


brought the rental loss within the en- 
dorsement of the policy. 

The insurer insisted that in no event 
should the judgment be for more than 
three months rent, the period estimated 
necessary to make the repairs without 
regard for the question of the permit. 
The point was made that the acts of 
the city officials were unjustified and 
illegal and accordingly not the enforce- 
ment of a valid ordinance within the 
terms of the endorsement.

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Race for DBL Business Ends; 
Production Picture Muddled 


NEW YORK—The race for disabil- 
ity benefits business officially ended 
June 30 but a clear statistical picture of 


what happened has not yet formed. 
Many employers and brokers had not 
placed their business by the final day. 
" Many’ cases were not filed until well 
into the early part July. Union and 
association cases expected to be 
straggling in for some time. 
There was a loophole in the 
which gave employers a reprieve 
July 10 though insurers had to 
certificate by then stating that the 
ployer was covered from July 1. 
One office that was open July 3 
wrote 200 cases on that day. It expected

Though the break never appeared, there 
was considerable refiling of rates and 
changes in proposals. This kept pro- 
ducers and employers in a lather trying

Recording Methods Vary 


The premium and rate situation was 
caused by the use’ of group life, group 
\. & H., and workmen’s compensation 


rating and premium computation meth- 


ods and variations of all of them by dif- 
ferent carriers. Companies vied with 
each other for developing new and 
handy and quick ways of writing the 
business. It was impossible to keep up 
with all of them. 

The production drive began originally 
with estimates that the law would af- 
fect about 175,000 employers and_ six 
million employes. However, about half 
of those were already covered under 
group A. & H. contracts. The work- 


men’s compensation board estimated in 


the week before the deadline that some 
three million employes would not be 
contributing under the new law. Gen- 








erally this was because they were 
already covered under some plan. 

There were no individual company 
production figures available, nor was 
there authoritative information on how 
many lives the state fund had written 
or how many employers were self in- 
sured. 

Counting cases was an_ unreliable 
procedure because some included sev- 
eral hundred employers. A case could 
represent either four employes or 5,000. 
SHOPPERS’ MARKET 

Except where a welfare plan coin- 
cided with the installation of disability 
benefits the majority of the business 
was for statutory coverage only. This 
tied up with the shoppers’ market 
philosophy. Some brokers reported that 
employers had told them that they 


thought the insurance industry had put 
DBL on the books to get premium 
volume. Brokers had little time to cor- 
rect these misconceptions. ‘ 

If any employers failed to get in 
under the deadline it was not because 
the insurers did not try to contact them. 
The primary reason was failure to act 
or make a decision. Many employers 
were contacted a dozen times. One 
eroup man said that employers and 
group men were mutually and generally 
“cick of each other” and would be glad 
to stay out of each other’s company 
temporarily. 

Some northern New Jersey producers 


came over to New York to write busi- 
ness. One Newark agency wrote 100 
cases in the New York area without 
trying very hard because its company 
had another office there working on it. 
Some New York brokers live in New 
Jersey and control New York business. 
Some placed it in New Jersey. New 


Jersey producers were seasoned by their 
state’s temporary disability benefits law 
and capitalized on their experience of 
a year and a half ago. 
Renewal Competition 

One group life man said that a trend 


that would probably develop because 
of the rating situation was that in the 
future it would be fair game to com- 
pete for DBL renewals. This is con- 
trary to the usual practice in the group 
field where employers have remained 
with a group insurer once he bought 
some group coverage from it. Now it

One late estimate was that the state 
fund had written, 5,000 cases with an 
average of seven ‘employes per group.

Independents Form Some Elements in Cost of 


Liability Are Worsening 


NEW YORK-—lIt is true that insur- 
ance companies are not responsible for 
the major elements of the costs that 
go into the rates they must charge the 
public. However, the public, which in- 
cludes legislators, a great many of whom 
will be in session next year, do not al- 
ways keep this in mind. As a conse- 
quence, companies may and do from 
time to time get criticism. There are 
broached schemes for reducing the cost 
insurance which are inimical to the 
orderly transaction of a sound insur- 
ance business. Undoubtedly there will 
be many of these next year, especially 
in the automobile field. 

\s a consequence, the insurance peo- 
ple are obligated, no matter how unjust 
the occasional criticism directed toward 
them and that often results in unsound 
legislative schemes, to keep its own 
family well apprised of the reasons for 
high rates, and for the business as a 
whole, agents and companies, to keep 
the public informed as to those reasons.

Paying Out a Lot More 


General liability and automobile bod- 
ily injury losses have been particularly 
heavy, especially in respect to individu- 
ally high awards. Insurers are paying 
out a lot more money for such claims 
and suits thaan they did a few years 
ago. Because of changing bases such 
as employment, amount of insurance at 


risk, etc., a fine comparison is impos- 
sible. Loss ratios also are not alto- 
gether accurate revelation. But here 


are a few figures: 
In 1939 general liability paid losses of 
stock companies totaled $34,093,413 and 


auto B.I. payments $111,089,142. In 
1949 they were $60,678,760 and $248,- 
643,535. 

In March, 1949, the index division of 


the claims bureau of Assn. of Casualty 
& Surety Companies received a total of 
87,564 reports of bodily injury claims; 
these figures in May, 1949 were 82,267. 
In March, 1950 the reports, or cards, re- 
ceived totaled 99,548 and in May, 1950, 
97,233. These reports cover the main 
bodily injury sources—workmen’s com- 
pensation, automobile and general lia- 
bility, unclassified. 


Growing Concern Over Problem 


The number of subscribers to the in- 
dex service has increased, from 302 in 
June, 1949, to 336 in June, 1950. This 
reflects the growing concern over the 
problem. The number of cards have in- 
creased 50% over seven years ago. Ap- 


proximately 99% of insurers in the U.

Casualty Expense 
Analysis Presented in 
Tabular Form 


The insurance expense exhibit 
compiled annually by National 
Bureau of Casualty Underwriters 
is presented this week in tabular 
form. The statistics are taken 
from the countrywide premiums 
of 76 stock casualty carriers 
licensed in New York. 

Highlights of the exhibit show 
that countrywide net premiums 
of these companies last year 
totaled $1,775,923,482, up 6.2% 
over 1948. Underwriting profit of 
6.5% before federal taxes was 
earned on all lines combined, com- 
pared to 4.2% in 1948. Under- 
writing profits were earned for 
all lines except health, automobile 
P.D. and liability other than auto.

an increase of 10% over May, 1949, Na- 
tional Safety Council reports.

Proposes 3 Sets of Rules 
to Settle Credit Problem 
RALEIGH, N. C.—Because of objec- 


tions voiced at a public hearing, Com- 
missioner Cheek is considering a new 
approach to the credit insurance prob- 
lem. 

After a series of conferences in April 
the commissioner proposed a dozen reg 
ulations intended to prevent such prac- 
tices as loading borrowers with un- 
needed insurance.

Study Crosser Act Results 

National Industrial Conference Board 
has completed a study on the first three 
years operation of the sickness benefits 
provision of the railroad unemployment 
insurance act. Temporary disability 
benefits coverage was added to the act 
by the Crosser amendment in 1946 
which became effective July 1, 1947. 

The measure stirred up considerable 
opposition in insurance circles when it 
was proposed but forgotten when state- 
wide temporary disability benefits legis- 
lation became a much more serious 
problem.

W. Va. OK’S Deductible 
After Investigation 


The West Virginia department has 
formally approved the filing made by 
Federal for a deductible endorsement to 
be attached on fire policies. 

Earlier, the department 
approved the use of this deductible 
with the proviso that the questions 
which it had asked Federal be answered 


temporarily 


to their satisfaction. The questions 
asked were: 
Is the coverage unreasonably dis- 


criminatory in favor of large buyers of 
insurance e inasmuch as the minimum de- 
ductible is $5,000 and the minimum pre- 
mium is $500? 

Will this coverage have the effect 
of distorting compilation of experience 
statistics by which the West Virginia 
Inspection Bureau determines the proper 
fire insurance rate structure which it 
files with the department. 

Are the deductible discounts properly 
made from fire insurance rating stand- 
point when no differential is made be- 
tween discounts applic able to fire proof, 
sprinklered, brick or frame risks? 

Federal answered to the satisfaction 
of the department the questions. The de- 
partment determined that the coverage 
Was not unreasonably discriminatory; 
that the coverage would not have the 
effect of distorting the compilation of 
experience statistics and that at the 
present time the figures were not avail- 
able from any statistical source to de- 
termine whether deductible discounts 
were properly made from a fire rating 
standpoint when no_ differential was 
made between the various types of risk.

court there, a jury returned a verdict of 


©9500 in favor of a 23 year old man 
who had lost a leg in an accident. In 


New York state a jury in a similar case 
gave a $57,000 verdict, and in the same 
case on appeal the judge set the award 


at $40,000, Mr. Haas pointed out. 

People are not aware that most de- 
fendants carry insurance, said Attorney 
Haas, and because of the past record of 
jnadequate verdicts most of the larger 
jnsurance companies do not care to 
make settlements. They would rather 
try all cases before a jury, he said. 
Polled by the Evening Chronicle of 
Allentown, other lawyers echoed Mr. 
Haas’ sentiments. 

The story does not credit Mr. Haas 
with any consideration of the degree of 
negligence involved in the two cases. 
He seems to be comparing the price of 
jury verdicts in two areas with implica- 
tion that the higher price is a fine thing, 
sans any other consideration. 


“Miami Brief” 


Negligence attorneys even have an 
association. The Negligence & Com- 
pensation Lawyers Assn. of Oklahoma 
recently held a convention and dis- 
cussed methods of getting the best ver- 
dicts. In the law profession there is a 
term, “Miami brief,” which has become 
well known in recent years and which is 
testimony to the success of a Miami at- 
torney who uses cost of living compari- 
sons, evidenced by newspaper articles 
and other data, to build up the amount 
of negligence case awards. 

There is a growing need for all citi- 
zens to respond to jury service, not just 
those to whom such service is conven- 
ient. It is also of growing importance 
for juries to exercise a reasonable re- 
straint in making awards with money 
which has to come from the economy, 
of which they individually are a part. 
During the depression there was a con- 
siderable drive by responsible citizens 
to improve jury personnel and unques- 
tionably this helped. 


Runners Make Hay 


The runner is one factor in the negli- 
gence field that certainly has raised the 
cost of insurance. Some runners make 
fabulous incomes, $25,000 a year. A 
runner may get into that line of work 
as the result of his own personal injury 
case. After getting him a settlement 
the lawyer tells him that if he brings in 
business he will make it worthwhile. 
The runner carries photostats of drafts 


the lawyer has secured for clients in 
jury verdicts. Railroad runners usu- 
ally are former railroad men and can 
talk the railroad man’s language. A 
runner who specializes in automobile 


accident cases may be a former auto me- 
chanic who can tell his clients how to 
make the accident sound logical—and 
full of negligence. 

The big business runner may finance 
the preliminaries to a suit and then sell 
it to the lawyer making the highest bid. 
Hospital employes may become runners 
or be used by runners because of their 
knowledge of injuries and access to in- 


jured. 


Gets Newspaper Lists 


\ newspaper account of a bus acci- 
dent in which names and address are 
given, is a good road map for the run- 
ner. He can sign them up for represen- 
tation in blank and agree on a percent- 
age of award, by using fast talk and, if 


necessary, money. He then takes his 
Cases to various attorneys.

Downey Asks for Revision 
of Cal. Licensing Law 


A request that California Assn. 
Insurance Agents drait a licensing law 
for general property and casualty agents 
modeled after the present California re- 
quirements for life insurance agents 
was made by Commissioner Downey at 
a luncheon meeting at Oakland, June 27. 

While the measure he suggested is a 
compromise, Mr. Downey said some 
educational requirements are absolutely 
essential because of the serious effects 
on the public of the writing of insur- 
ance by unqualified people who hold 
certificates of convenience. 

Lauding the present standards in 
California for licensing solicitors, agents 
and brokers, and further expressing sat-

these applicants, Mr. Downey said it 
seemed strange that the state law | 


would permit a person to have a cer- 
tificate of convenience for six 
during which he can sell insurance 
without having established any qualifi-

that the holder of a certificate of con- | 


venience should complete a 50-hour 
course during the time he holds a tem- 
porary license. On completion of the 
course, and following examination, he 
would then be eligible to receive a 
regular license. These courses, he said, 
could be given by schools or by the 
individual insurers.

N AURA of mystery long surrounded 

the Campbell House in downtown St. 
Louis where two wealthy bachelors lived 
behind closely shuttered windows. The two 
recluses were the sons of Robert Campbell 
who crossed the plains and won wealth in 
the early days of the West. Among his 
companions were Kit Carson, Jim Bridger 
and other notables of that adventurous era, 
and Campbell’s own exploits as fur trader 
and Indian fighter have been mentioned 
by several writers including Washington 
Irving. 

At the age of twenty, Campbell came to 
St. Louis from Ireland in 1824, and the 
following year joined an overland expedi- 
tion for the sake of his health. In time he 
became a trapper and later co-owner of an 
important fur trading company. 

Before the famous battle with the Black- 
feet at Pierre’s Hole, Campbell and his 
friend William Sublette made their wills as 
they dashed forward on horseback to join 
the fray, each naming the other executor. 
During the fight Campbell displayed great 
bravery by carrying his wounded friend to 
safety under fire. Despite his numerous hos- 
tile encounters with the Indians his fairness 
and integrity won their lasting respect. 

After amassing a fortune in beaver pelts, 
Campbell returned to St. Louis in 1836 and 
became one of the town’s most influential 
citizens, serving as president of two banks, 
owner of the Southern Hotel and much real 
estate. In 1854 he acquired the Campbell 
House which had been built in 1851. 
‘During the Mexican War Campbell 
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played a prominent part by recruiting and 


equipping four regiments for General Kear- 
ny’s march to Santa Fe. His long-standing 
friendship with the Indians was put to use 
when he joined Father De Smet, the great 
missionary, in a treaty council at Fort Lara- 
mie and again when he served as member 
of the Indian Commission appointed by 
President Grant. 

Campbell’s death in 1879 was 
followed by his wife’s three years 
later after which the house passed 
to their sons who lived in seclu- 
sion, jealously guarding it from

group of public-spirited 
organizations and citi-

Under the auspices of 
the Campbell House Foundation it is now 
a museum, preserving the atmosphere of the 
city’s “golden decade” of the 1850’s.
